To;  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  FlaxCon  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles  & Gentlemen, 

May  I submit  for  your  consideration  my  reporn;  for  last  year.  Compilation  of 
these  reports  Is  usually  a task  undertaken  during  the  period  between  Easter  and 
Whitsuntide,  having  just  received  from  the  Registry  General  the  computed  statistics 
for  the  previous  year.  Should  these  flgiu^s  be  produced  next  year  at  the  same 
time  there  v;ill  be  no  Council  to  present  them  to,  and  this  report  may  well  be  the 
last  to  be  produced  for  the  Flaxton  Rui^al  District.  At  the  time  of  writing  there 
is  no  statutory  requirement  for  a new  local  authority  to  appoint  a Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  but  It  Is  assumed  that  medical  advice  will  be  made  available  to  the  new 
authority  by  arrangement  from  the  Area  Health  Authority  which  Is  as  yet  not 
constituted.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  the  relationship  between  the  new  District 
Council  and  its  medical  adviser  will  be  near  to  being  as  direct  as  the  present 
relationship  between  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council,  Its  officials  and  myself. 

Further,  It  Is  hoped  that  the  responsibility  which  the  local  authority’s 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  now  carries  will  be  just  as  personal  under  the  new 
arrangements. 

Set  out  in  the  following  pages  are  statistics  relating  to  the  district  with 
ccmparison  with  England  & Wales  and  there  are  no  points  to  vtfiich  I would 
specifically  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council,  In  fact  these  show  the  Flaxton 
Rural  District  to  be  well  up  the  league  table  of  health.

Dry  to  day  adiriiniytration  of  those  functions  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  (County  Council)  'within  the  boundaries  of  the  Rural  Listricts 
of  Elaxton,  Easingvjold,  Thirsk  and  v.'ath  is  centred  in  the  Area  Health 
Office  at  Easingwold.  The  office  is  situated  in  the  New  Health  Centre. 

Heorganisation  of  Local  Governniont  boundaries  in  197^  vjill  divide 
the  area  three  ways.  The  Flaxton  R.D.  joins  with  other  districts  to 
the  north  and  east  of  York,  Easingwold  and  Thirsk  join  other  authorities 
to  the  north,  and  '.ath  together  with  the  detached  part  of  Thirsk  R.D. 
join  with  other  authorities  to  the  west  centred  on  Harrog  te. 

Fortunately  the  new  Area  Health  Board  which  takes  ove-r  health  functions 
from  the  North  Riding  County  Council  does  not  further  seperate  the  area, 
but  when  this  area  is  sub-divided  into  districts  which  will  be  centred 
upon  District  General  Hospitals,  these  districts  v;ill  not  coincide  in 
boundaries  v.’ith  the  local  authority  districts.  The  difficulties  which 
these  administrative  changes  entail  will  be  considerable,  and  it  will 
no  doubt  take  a considerable  time  before  the  benefits  expected  from  thes 
changes  vjill  become  apparent. 

i t the  rresent  time  the  area  htus  a population  of  63,040,  half 
concentrc.ted  in  the  southern  part  adjocant  to  York,  nd  re:;ainder 
fairly  uniforr'ily  spread  over  some  4C0  sq  „ miles,  with  sri.aller 
concentr‘d tion  in  the  market  towns  of  Easingwold  and  Thirsk.  Your 
i.edical  Officer  of  Health  holds  appointments  with  the  four  district 
councils,  and  with  the  County  Council  in  duties  with  the  Health  and 
Educ  tion. 


Laboratory  Facilities . - these  are  provided,  followin-  closure  of  the 
lublic  Health  Laboratories  at  Northallerton  by  the  Friarage  Hospital 
at  i.orthallerton , the  laboratory  at  York  County  Hospital,  and  at 
iublic  Health  Laboratories  at  some  distance. 

Dental  Gervice.  - One  full-time  and  one  part-time  dentists  are 
employed,  working  in  dental  clinics  in  thi-ee  large  schools  and  in  the 
Thirsk  Clinic,  a v\/ell  equipped  mobile  clinic  is  also  used.  In  the 
new  Health  Centre  at  v’igginton  a.  dental  surr--ery  is  to  be  provided, 
but  the  financial  ari-angements  which  at  present  exist  seem  to  preclude 
the  use  of  dental  facilities  in  Health  Centres  by  the  general  public 
and  private  dentists.  This  is  a pity  as  one  ca^n  visualise  in  the 
future  that  the  health  centres  should  be  the  centres  at  which  all 
i-)rimary  care  is  available. 

j.aternity  and  Child  -Helfare.  - There  was  a fall  in  live  births  from 
9e2  to  933 1 "-ad  the  children  born  in  hospital  remains  at  94  - 95% » 
Stillbirths  at  1?  approximately  4C/--  higher  than  the  Country  average 
of  which  half  were  due  to  prei^iaturity , a feature  which  is  regularly 
found  in  this  locality,  and  upon  which  I have  previously  commented. 

Attendances  at  Infant  ’welfare  Clinics  remained  unchanged  again 
at  2566  (2694  children  attended  in  197'! )»  The  Health  Visiting  staffs 
are-  becoming  orientated  into  developmental  pediatrics  vjhich  should 
enable  them  to  give  a more  comprehensive  service  to  children  with 
special  needs. 

Relaxation  <?.nd  Hothercraft  classes  show  a continuing  increase 
in  attendance,  these  are  organised  by  both  Health  Visitor's  and 
I'iidwives. 

T'pe  Health  Visitor's  have  contributed  to  the  vairious  Health 
Education  1 rogrammes  presented  by  the  County  Health  Education 
Officer  in  school,  clinics,  and  the  clubs  etc.  The  subjects  have 
been  sm.oking,  diet,  dental  health  and  clean  food. 

Nursing  oervice.  - In  line  with  the  recommendation  of  the  iiayston 
report,  Ers.  Aiston  has  been  appointed  as  Area  Nursing  Officer,  and 
I am  indebted  to  her  for  this  section  of  this  report.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation,-  Again  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
order  of  recommended  procedures,  nor  of  the  ages  at  which  these  are 
normally  carried  out,  and  the  figures  for  the  past  3 years  give  a reliable 
indication  of  the  acceptance  of  the  various  immunisations  of  children 
under  1 6 o

readily  be  seen  that  a very  high  proportion  of  children  are  immunised 
as  infants  against  diphtheria,  whooping-cough,,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis 
whilst  the  proportion  vf:ccina,ted  against  measles  is  alm.ost  as  excellent.

There  is  scope  for  rethinking  of  the  requirements  made  by  countries 
of  travellers,  particularly  holidaymakers,  n chaotic  situation  recently 
arose  following  one  or  two  recent  smallpox  cases  when  thousands  of 
holidaymakers  had  to  be  vaccinated  or  re- vaccinated  before  proceeding 
abroad.  Many  would  have  been  quite  ill,  and  as  a guarantee  that  the 
individual  was  not  in  fact  liable  to  be  incubating  smallpox,  a certificate 
of  revaccination  carried  out  the  day  before  setting  off  is  quite 
worthless. 


.f.ll  our  inribulance  staff  are  revaccinated  annually,  but  the 
recommendation  that  other  health  workers  should  be  regularly  revaccinated 
is,  I fear  not  universally  complied  with. 


Domestic  Help  service , - This  department  continued  to  operate  this 
service  on  behalf  of  the  Gocial  Services  department  during  the  year 
and  again  the  period  showed  a considerable  expansion  of  this.  Cases 
attended  rose  from  2^7  in  1971  to  322,  and  the  hours  worked  from 
48,090  to  53,242,  The  increase  seems  to  be  at  lOi^o  each  year  and  may 
well  rise  considerably  further  before  reaching  a steady  level.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  the  oocial  Cervices  department  made  arrangements  to 
take  over  the  service  in  accordance  with  legislation,  and  in  anticipation 
of  the  reorganisation  of  1974,  This  allowed  the  staff  in  the  area  office 
to  undertake  a reorganisation  of  the  school  health  service  arrangements, 
again  in  anticipation  of  reorganisation. 


Chiropody  Service.  - We  were  fortunate  in  having  an  increase  in  staff 
in  1972  in  so  far  as  two  full-time  chiropodists  were  employed,  with  the 
New  Health  Centre  at  Easingwold  becoming  available  it  was  possible  to 
concentrate  work  here  for  the  surrounding  district  but  many  of  the 
premises  used  are  inadequate,  and  because  the  area  is  so  scattered  and 
ill  served  by  transport,  a considerable  number  of  patients  are  treated 
at  home,  oorne  use  is  made  of  voluntary  transport,  and  for  a few  old 
people  the  visit  to  the  chiropody  clinic,  assisted  by  their  volunteer 
is  an  event  greatly  enjoyed.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  all  those  who  assist 
so  nobly. 

Caie  and  After  Care.  - The  scheme  provided  by  the  County  Council  to 
provide  nursing  equipment  continues  to  increase.  Nursing  staff  and 
patients  are  able  to  have  on  temporary  loan  such  items  as.-  back  rests, 
wheel  chairs,  walking  frames,  ripple  beds  etc.  Incontinence  pads  and  liners 
are  available  for  incontinent  patients. 

The  Social  Services  and  Ministry  of  tensions  also  provide  these  items 
where  they  are  classed  as  long  term  loan.  There  is  a good  liaison  between 
these  departments  thus  providing  and  ensuring  a good  aftercare  service. 

Family  Hanning.  - operates  directly  as  a County  Council  oervice  12 
sessions  each  month  at  Huntington,  Easingwold  and  Thirsk.  A number  of 
North  Riding  residents  continue  to  attend  the  York  clinic  for  which  a 
financial  contribution  is  made.  The  sessions  are  "open'*  in  that  patients 
do  not  need  to  be  referred,  although  many  persons  attend  as  a result  of 
in  ormation  given  by  midwives,  nurses  and  health  visitors. 

No  charge  is  made  for  examination  and  advice,  and  supplies  are 
issued  free  to  medical  cases,  social  cases  i.e.  where  hardship  would 
result  except  for  the  practise  of  family  limitations,  and  those  in 
receipt  of  supplementary  benefits. 

The  future  of  the  service  is  not  at  present  clear  as  recent 
parliamentary  decision  brings  the  family  planning  service  into  the  NHS 
from  april,  197^* 

Recently  a limited  domiciliary  service  has  been  inaugurated  for 
those  women  who  could  not  reasonably  be  expected  to  attend  at  a fixed 
centre. 


Routine  Screening.  - All  babies  are  tested  for  phenylketonuria  either 
in  Hospital  before  discharge  home  or  shortly  afterwards  by  our  own  nursing 
staff. 


Cervical  Cytology  is  carried  out  for  the  early  detection  of  cancer 
of  the  v;omb  either  by  family  doctors,  at  sessions  of  family  planning 
clinics,  or  at  special  sessions  held  in  our  clinics. 

Health  Visiting  staff  iiave  had  training  in  screening  of  young 
children  and  one  of  their  responsibilities  is  to  review  the  progress  of 
infants  at  3,  6,  10,  I8  months  and  3 years  old.  ohould  any  child  fail  to 
show  normal  development  of  attainment  appropriate  to  the  age  attained  he 
is  referred  for  more  detailed  consideration  by  the  iiedical  Officer,  and 
if  necessary  at  one  of  the  special  assessment  services  at  hospital. 

Early  treatment  of  defects  can  then  be  arranged  and  if  necessary 
special  arrangements  for  education  is  made. 

During  school  life  a similar  scheme  has  been  commenced  whereby  in 
place  of  the  four  routine  examinations  by  a doctor,  a first  examination 
is  carried  out,  and  thereafter  examination  is  decided  upon  as  a result  of 
questionaire  completed  at  8 years,  12+  and  Ip  by  parents,  special  referrals 
by  teachers,  or  as  a result  of  failure  of  vision  and  hearing  tests  carried 
out  just  prior  to  these  ages.  At  the  expense  of  some  additional  clerical 
time  expanded  on  these  arrangements,  more  medical  time  will  be  devoted  to 
consideration  and  re-examination  of  those  children  who  fall  below  a health 
norm  ph^rsically  and  psychologically. 


Child  Minding  and  the  Ire  ochool  Child . - This  service  was  continued  in 
'1972  on  the  same  agency  basis  as  the  Domestic  Kelp  bervice,  and  was 
handed  over  shortly  after  the  year  end  to  the  bocial  Services  Department o 
The  Department  of  Education  and  Science  are  now  committed  to  an  extension 
of  the  nursery  school  system  which  has  remained  static  since  the  last  war 
and  one  can  look  forward  to  some  reduction  of  the  age  at  which  children 
are  able  to  commence  school = It  is  my  opinion  that  supervision  of  the 
playgroup  of  which  there  is  a number  in  the  area  should  have  gone  to  the 
Education  i)epartinent  rather  than  to  the  oocial  bervices  who  are  fully 
stretched  in  the  field  of  'welfare*  in  all  its  ramifications.

Mr.  Chalmnan,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  onco  again  In  'io-opcratl ng  wlV-h  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  In 
presenting  this  report  on  the  viorhing  c,f  Uic  combined  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Department  during  1972  and  Inoludinr;  £iie  statistics  required  by  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  and  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

The  passing  of  the  Local  Govervrient  Act,  1972-<  it  bringing  the  life  of  the  Flaxton 
Rural  District  Council  to  a close  jind  It  rnay  be  that  there  vjIII  be  no  one  left  to 
p-'epare  a report  for  1973,  the  last  year  of  its  existence!  The  quality  of  life  of  the 
inhabitants  of  an  area  depend  to  a great  extent  on  the  quality  of  Its  housing  and  the 
Flaxton  Rural  District  Council  have  i-eason  to  bo  proud  tiiat  over  many  years  they  led  the 
viiy  In  the  North  Riding  at  least  in  the  pro'/islon  of  piped  water  and.  modem  sevarage 
systems  to  vlrtual3y  KXJ?  of  their  area.  The  provision  of  these  sc^iemes  enabled 
householders  to  Improve  their  homes  and  the  extent  to  which  they  have  done  so  Is  reflected 
in  the  statistics  produced  by  the  19/1  Census  which  would  be  difficult  to  better  In  any 
Rr-al  District  In  the  countty. 

The  .’'icrease  in  the  dlscrot  .lonazy  Improvements  grant  from  5Qc  to  75i?  together  with 
r^iG  campaign  to  Identify  the  worst  houses  In  the  Rural  District  resulted  In  a 
considerable  Increase  in  the  n’jrifcex'  of  discretionary  grants  given.  The  number  of 
stehi  ard  grants  naturally  decreased  but  the  combined  total  was  still  over  100. 

Five  two-bedroom  bungalows  vrere  completed  at  Wlgglnton  during  the  year,  and  ten 
dvrelllngs  were  under  construction  at  Stockton  on  Forest,  Proposals  were  In  hand  for 
building  four  bungalows  at  Haxby,  and  ten  dvreilings  at  Gate  Helmsley  on  the  only  remaining 
land  in  the  Council’s  ownership  capable  of  being  developed. 

The  construction  of  the  new  p-irplng  station  at  Rawcllffe,  to  prevent  flooding 
uiie  to  ovei-'lcudlng  of  the  rewarage  system,  was  con^jleted  during  the  year  and  work 
progressing  op  the  surface  Vk'ataiL'  pimping  station  at  How  Earswlck.  A start  was  made 
in  the  drawing  office  on  proposals  to  sewer  Llllipg  and  to  extend  the  public  sewer  at 
D^ockton  on  Fores  to  ser'/e  S^ndy  Lane,  When  these  wo  schemes  are  completed  no  part 
of  the  Rural  District  wleloh  can  be  sewered  economically  will  be  left. 

The  Department  vras  kept  extremely  busy  during  the  year.  Once  again  we  were 
iortur.ate  in  having  no  chapges  of  staff,  wlio  have  seived  both  the  Council  and  myself 
loyally  and  happily.

OFFENSIVE  TRAIE  PREMISES 


The  premises  of  G.W.  Hopvrood  & Sons  continued  to  operate  and  only  one  complaint  about  smell  from 
the  processing  plant  was  received  during  the  year.  Approval  was  given  fcr redevelopment  of  the  site 
as  a hypermarket  and  this  business  will  therefore  In  due  course  be  transferred  elsewhere. 


PEST  CONTROL 

The  service  provided  by  the  Council  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949»  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily.  The  free  service  to  domestic  properties  resulted  In  slightly  mere 
notifications  being  received  and  the  number  of  farms  on  contract  remains  the  same  at  40,
